Many people must have been puzzled 
the discrepancy between the various 


estimates of the strength of the Brit- 


the , ish armies in South [Africa. Thus, in 
*" ' the early days of the' war, we read 


that the Natal field force consisted 
now of 20.000 and now of less than 
15,000. So at the present moment the 
total force at the disposal of our gen- 
erals at the seat of war Is calculated 
sometimes at 80,000 or more and some- 
times at a little over 60,000. 


The discrepancy Is explained by the 


fact that these different sets of figures 
refer to different "state" or conditions 
of the army. Taking! our army corps 
as nominally constituted,-It numbers a 
grand total of 36.269 officers and men 
Of these, however, a large number are 
"technical troops," in 1 charge of the 
pontoons, field telegraph, railway ap- 
pliances, balloons, field batteries, field 
hospitals and transport arrangements.
